Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art fails to teach or 
suggest a method of making a quartz-shell drum comprising the steps of heating a 
quartz tube to a temperature at least sufficient to enable quartz to flow; enlarging a 
diameter of a portion of the heated quartz tube to predetermined size; cutting the 
enlarged tube perpendicular to a longitudinal axis to create a shell having a desired 
height, grinding a top edge and a bottom edge of the shell to form smooth radii, fusing 
the top and bottom edges to create top and bottom rounded edges and affixing a top 
and a bottom head to the top and the bottom edges respectively.
